I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  1961, 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  good  for  the  year.  Apart  from 
one  case  of  Pneumonia  there  were  no  deaths  from  any  notifiable  disease 
and  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis,  Tuberculosis,  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
or  the  Enteric  group  of  diseases  reported.  For  the  first  time  no  case  of 
Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  in  this  connection  a  visit  was  paid  to 
Tow  Law  by  the  Mass  Miniature  X-ray  Unit  and  was  well  patronised. 

The  occurrence  of  3  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  adjacent  urban 
district  of  Crook  and  Willington  led  to  an  intensification  of  the  campaign 
of  immunisation  against  the  disease,  using  the  Salk  vaccine.  The  response 
on  the  whole  was  fairly  satisfactory,  h  minor  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  was  of  a  mild  type. 

Examination  of  housing  conditions  was  continued  and  the  list  of  poor 
properties  brought  up  to  date.  The  construction  of  28  new  Council  houses 
was  nearing  completion  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  separate  report  from  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  incorporated 
in  this  report. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  the  staff 
for  their  welcome  co-operation  during  1961.
